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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed January 10, 2002 
regarding the prior art teaching the utilization of the compounds herein in cells that are already infected instead of cells that have not been 
infected have been considered but not found persuasive because the instant compounds are known to be useful in reducing the viral titer 
in cells. Applying the very same compounds topically would have been reasonably expected to be useful in prophylaxis of the HIV viral 
infection since the antiviral compounds herein, once topically applied to a potential infection site, would be expected to kill or inactivate 
any virus which may later contact the area thus limiting its ability to infect the host tissue. Furthermore, the steps of prophylaxis 

HIV infection discussed by applicant in the response, e.g., a) treating the cells with the compounds herein; followed by b) washing or 
diluting out the compounds 1,000-fold and then c) exposing the cells to HIV viruses discussed in the applicant's remarks are not recited in 
the instant claims. Moreover, please note that the cited prior art teaches the same method steps of claim 1 . Dori teaches employing the 
same compounds herein topically to the same host (a host that is not infected by HIV) at the same dose. Therefore HIV prophylactic 
effects are reasonably expected to be produced by the method in Dori.
